AN AMERICAN MATTER. 


Question of State's Rights. 
rr 


Wasuixaton, July 25. 

The Presidont and hia friends are alarmed 
over a serious clash between the federal 
and stato courts in North Carolina over the 
interpretation and application of the 
Freight Rate act, passed by Congress, in 
1906. 

‘This reported conflict between tho federal 
and state courts over the Freight Rate bill 
will not come as asurprisetotheauthoritics. 
It was forescen when the bill was under 
discussion in Congress. The dill, while 
meeting the approval of the southern 
democrats, so far aa its intent to regulate 
and control the rate charges of the 
railroads is concerned, is locked upon 
unfavourably by many because of the means 
eruployed to secure the end sought, The 
niachinery provided for in tho bill savors 
too much of an expansion of federal 
power to suit the southern courts, It is 
very prubable that the prosent judicial 
conflict is procipitated by that phase of the 
Lill. The state courts aro determined to 
make a stand whenever opportunity 
presents itself agence that construction 
which tends to enlarge tho"fedoral powors 
within state jurisdictions. The Presidont’s 
program for regulating the issuance of 
railroad stocks contemplates the excreiso 
of a. yet Inrgor degre of federal authority 
within the limits of tho state. Doubtless 
this interforence of the North Carolina 
courts with the powers conferred upon the 
federal courta by the Freight Rate bill ix 
induced by the trend of federal expansion 
as indicated by the Indianapolis speech of 
Roosevelt. —** Manila Cablenews.”

However, tnany of them have been 
arrested, taken to the Mixed Court and 
fined aa thoy justly deserve while their 
smoking apparatus has been confiscated. 

Ono of the strongest arguments the 
Council brings forward for refusing to close 
the opium dens already open in the Sottle- 
ments is the indisputahle fact that to do 
so would aimply turn the coolie lodging 
houses into opium resorts and thus the ovil 
wowld touch those who hayé up to thd 
presont: escaped its lutches and lawlessness 
and disdrder would suroly be increased.

[The = Aiyu advancing from Karenko, 
with a forco of 136 and assisted by 55 
mombers of un aboriginal trille which had 
surrendered, attacked from the west, kill- 
ing 21 mon and burning 27 houses. In 
short the stronghold suems to have been 
completely breken up and the remuant of 
its inhabilants fled to the mountains, It 
appears to bo thought that this will prove | 
crushing blow to the aborigines, for not 
only has it demoralized the Taroko, who. 
have hitherto shown themselves the most 
ferocious nud the most implacable of afl 
the Formosan savages, but also its effects 
apon the other tribes cannot fail to be 
great. 


THE UNSTABLE EARTH. 


Change of Landscape near 
dapan, 


According to the ‘Japan Chronicle,” , 
deputation arrived in Tokyo a few days ago 
from Kozushims, onc of a group of seven 
jslands off Izu Province, in the Pueific, 
reporting that} botweeu midnight and two 
v'clock on tho morning of the 9th instant 
torrifying subterrancan rumblings wore 
heard on the hills. 

The inhabitants wore panie-stricken and 
at once made proparations to seek safoty, 
whon suddenly three hills subsided, accom- 
panied by terrible sounds. Thirty houses 
were totally destroyed and 10 were partially 
damaged by tho falling debris, six Katsuo 
factories being also destroyed. Sixteon 

ersons were killed, and 13 were soverely 
injured, while thosc who were slightly 
injured were innuinerable, 

Over 230 people are in want of immediate 
rolicf, 2 

The island ix under the jurisdiction 
of the Tokyo-fu  Goverument, and the 
authorities have decided to send rice and 
other food to the scone of the disadtor 
immediately. Two officials, polico inspec- 
tors, ductors and finrses are also to be 
sent to the island. 

‘The Tenshin-maru, n steamer belonging 
te the Tokyo Bay Steamship Company, 
has been chartered to convey the relief 
supplies, ete. to the islaud, boing duo to 
leave.Tokyo on DManday. 

According ta the deputation, at a place 
named 'Lakignwa where fortunately no 
ong resiled—the ground stbsided moro 
than 20 feet. The medical supplies have 
fallen short, and as there is only one 
doeter, the injured people cannot he 

roperly attended to, and their suffering is 
peyond deseription.
